It  were  an  endless  labor  to  relieve  the 
public  car  of  all  the  falshood  with  which 
it  is  daily  abused  ; to  retail  coni  radictions 
of  every  misrepresentation  which  dis- 
graces the  columns  of  our  federal  prints. 
These  are  so  numerous,  so  palpable, 
some  of  them  so  evidently  intentional, 
that  we  are  tempted  to  believe  there  is  a 
systematic  design  tod'stort  and  misrepre- 
sent every  thing  which  occurs  in  this  ci- 
ty. The  boldness  of  assertion  in  which 
these  arv  couched  is  such  as  sometimes 
even  to  deceive  republicans,  and  no  won- 
der the  fabrications  are  so  greedily  swal- 
lowed by  the  federal  fraternity. 

In  no  case  have  more  extensive  impo- 
sitions been  practised  on  the  community 
than  in  the  fabricated  reports  of  conver- 
sations of  Members  of  the  Administra- 
tion, and  of  either  House  of  Congress, 
which  find  their  way  into  certain  prints. 
To  say  nothing  of  the  eves-dropping  dis- 
position to  retail  every  conversation 
which  unguarded  and  manly  frankness 
would  permit  a listner  to  over-hcar,  we 
do  assert,  from  the  most  solemn  convic- 
tion, that  nine-tenths,  perhaps  nineteen- 
twentieths  of  such  reports  of  conversa- 
tions, Sec.  are  either  without  foundation 
or  utterly  perverted  from  their  plain  and 
obvious  import. 

Only  credit  these  prints,  and  one  would 
believe  that  at  the  seat  of  government  all 
:s  disunion,  distrust  and  weakness  amor^ 
Republicans,  and  that  all  harmony  and 


talent  centres  in  the  Federal  party.  In 
these  statements  frequently  repeated,  wc 
see  new  proofs  of  that  invincible  modes- 
ty which  cannot  descend  to  trumpet  its 
own  fame,  and  which  of  late  has  so  con- 
spicuously characterised  the  effusions  of 
federal  writers.  Let  us  test  the  asser- 
tions by  facts.  Look  at  the  votes  on  the 
great  measures  of  the  present  session, 
and  see  which  is  most  divided,  the  Fede- 
ral or  Republican  phalanx.  Maugre  the 
efforts  of  those  who  yield  their  judgments 
to  the  impulse  of  the;r  passions  and  per- 
sonal predilections  or  antipathies,  aided 
by  those  restless  spirits  who  muster  un- 
der the  ambition  ; the  great  chain  which 
connects  the  Republican  party  is  unbro- 
ken, and  the  present  administration  ofthe 
general  government  never  has  been  more 
popular  than  at  this  moment.  As  lor  ta- 
lent, we  may  with  an  honest  pride  point 
to  our  columns,  to  the  debates  in  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  leave  to 
the  common  sense  of  the  people  the  de- 
cision of  the  question  on  which  side  lies 
the  preponderance  of  talent. 

But  it  is  not  to  this  general  assump- 
tion of  merit  that  we  so  much  object,  as 
to  the  little  art  of  attributing  to  promi- 
nent characters  sentiments  never  enter- 
tained, and  conversations  never  held. 

It  would  be  well  if  those  retailers  of 
scandal  would  confine  themselves  to 
their  legitimate  province  of  informing 
their  readers  in  the  cities  what  briliant 
parties  are  given  by  Mr.  Foster  and  Col. 
Tavloe,  and  how  far  their  splendor  is  ex- 
pected to  throw  those  of  Mr.  Serrurier 
in  the  back  ground ; how  one  gives  the 
best  wines,  hut  the  other  the  greatest  va- 
riety of  means ; and  other  equally  im- 
portant particulars.  On  such  details  as 
these,  a writer  may  be  permitted  to  avail 
himself  of  the  poetic  licence  ; but  for 
Heaven’s  sake,  if  politics  must  be  the 
theme,  let  us  no  more  witness  this  sort  of 
rivalry  in  exagerating  and  perverting  as 
well  the  procedings  of  Congress  as  the 
sentiments  and  actions  of  individuals. 
Such  an  occupation  is  scarcely  more  re- 
putable than  that  of  the  tattling  gossip 
who  roams  from  house  to  house,  and  dis- 
burthens  herself  at  the  tea  table  of  one, 
of  what  she  wormed  out  of  her  friends 
at  the  fire-side  of  another.  Eat.  Int. 


The  apnenranee  of  a comet  latelv,  and  of  an 
erlinse — the  earthquake  shocks — the  burning 
of  the  Richmond  Theatre,  and  the  prophesies 
of  that  villain  Nimrod  Hughes,  have  tended  1o 
render  manv  persons  weak  and  superstitions, 
and  make  them  miserable,  when  they  have  no 
reason  to  be  so. 

It  is  .matter  of  much  regret  to  s"c  persons, 
who  ought  to  know  better,  take  advantage  of 
such  a period  to  impress  the  minds  of  the  pen. 
tde  with  idle  fears.  Such  fears  may  serve  the 
purposes  of  priest-craft,  but  they  can  onlvtend 
to  the  injury  of  religion.  It  is  said  that  in 
some  places  thevhave  caused  something  like  a 
revival  of  religion. — Let  no  one  deceive  him- 
self with  such  a notion.  Superstition  tnav 
take  the  appearance  of  religion  and  rmv  seem 
for  a while  to  produce  some  of  its  fruit  (we 
know  how  often  it  has  done  so)  hut  it  only  fills 
up  the  mind  to  exclude  everything  good  from  I 
it — to  para  1 i ze  one’s  moral  principles,  and  de- 
grade hint  from  the  rank  of  a rational  being. 
When  its  cause  p'ss  a wav,  as  those  that  engen- 
der it  at  present  will  pass,  the  mind  shrinks 
fi-nm  its  shaek'es — and  becomes  regenerated  do 
von  suppose — No — it  becomes  the  unresisting 
prev  of  the  first  vice  that  assails  it — the  ready 
receptacle  of  all  that  is  low  and  nfean. 

Despicahle  must  that  person’s  feeling  of  vir- 
tue and  religion  he,  which  the  presence  of  dan- 
ger, real  or  imaginary,  has  conjured  into  sensi- 
bility. Go  ye  wretches  whom  I abhor  from  un- 
sold— ve  who  fatten  on  human  vice,  ignorance 
and  meanness — the  davs  of  power  are  gone — 
the  dark  ages  in  which  vour  predecessors  lived 
bv  sinking  men  into  superstition  and  infamv 
will.  1 trust,  never  return.  We  want  none  of 
t our  admonitions — thev  can  serve onlv  the  pur- 
noses  of  the  Devil,  and  those  who  like  him  are 
for  ever  seeking  to  take  advantage  of  hyman 
weakness. 

Rut  those  events  are  called  warnings  from 
heaven.  Let  me  tell  vou  gentlemen,  that  vou 
assume  a verv  high  and  insolent  libertv  in  pre- 
suming to  tell  us  the  designs  of  heaven — and  at 
any  r ite,  tlwre  is  no  re  -son  known,  whv  tliev 
shonld  he  considered  warnings,  am-  more  than 
the  things  that  occur  everv  dav.  The  eclipse 
of  the  sun,  for  instance,  was  calculated  and  ex- 
pected, and  it  would  indeed  have  been  verv  ex- 
traordinary had  it  not  taken  place.  At  such  a 
failure  we  might  well  have  been  alarmed.  Hut, 
had  we  not  been  able  to  calculate  that  eclipse; 
had  we  not  expected  it,  still  it  would  have  been 
an  event  arising  from  the  natural  order  of 
things.  So  do  we  presume  it  is  with  the  com- 
et. Flic  history  of  the  world  gives  no  counte- 
nance to  the  notion,  that  they  are  the  precur- 
sors of  extraordinary  changes.  Earthquakes 
follow  the  same  immutable  laws.  It  would  be 
astonishing  to  us,  did  ve  know  their  causes, 
and  find  that  they  in  any  instance  failed  to  pro- 
duce their  effect,  as  astonishing  as  it  would 
have  been  to  us,  had  wc  been  in  the  theatre  at 
Richmond,  and  seen  the  lighted  chandelier 
raised  to  touch  the  scenery,  and  that  scenery  not 
burnt. 

That  melancholy  affair  is  also  drawn  in  to 
terrify  the  timid  ; that  consequence,  not  of  hea- 
ven’s anger,  ve  vile  comforters  of  Job;  hut  of 
man’s  evident  indiscretion  and  carelessness, 
must  be  regarded  as  another  miracle  I suppose. 
Those  who  pretend Oh  the  proud  presump- 

tion of  man  ! to  tell  us  where  the  finger  of  hea- 
ven points,  doubtlessly  regard  it  as  such 

and  blasphemously  impute  that  to  heaven  with 
which  men  alone  are  chargeable.  The  finger 
of  heaven  ever  points  the  road  that  leads  to 
their  interest  and  their  honor  ; but  never  to 
charity  in  thought  or  in  deed. 

Rut  the  conflagration  of  Richmond  took 
place  to  punish  the  frequenters  of  the  theatre  ; 
why  then  did  it  not  begin  at  the  origin  of  the 
evil  ? However,  as  logicians  say,  “ by  prooving 
too  much  it  proves  nothing  at  all.”’  More  ac- 


cidents have  happened  to  people  in  churches 
than  in  theatres,  therefore  people  should  not 
go  to  such  places  as  churches  : Why  there  is 
hardly  any  thing  which  a person  dare  do  if  lie 
would  consider  accidents  happening  to  persons 
doing-  any  thing  as  tokens  that  the  doing  of  it 
was  unlawful. 

One  cannot  without  horror  listen  to  the  talk 
that  some  have  indulged  themselves  in  upon 
this  subject.  “The  conflagration  of  Rich- 
mond” said  one,  “ has  contributed  to  fill  the 
vaults  of  hell.”  What  must  the  heart  of  that 
person  he  who  could  on  so  awful  an  occasion 
pronounce  upon  the  unknown  fate  of  so  many 
of  his  fellow  creatures  1 Well  may  we  rejoice 
that  we  are  not  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  men. 

There  was  a time  when  a person  would  he 
liable  to  excommunication  for  speaking  so  free- 
ly on  this  subject,  but  I know  too  well  the  good 
sense  of  those  I address  and  the  little  of  super- 
stition that  there  is  among  them  to  have  any 
fear  on  that  score.  Mercury. 


MESSAGE 

Of  the  Governor  of  . Massachusetts , to  the  Legis- 
lature, Feb.  4, 1812. 

I have  received  from  Tench  Coxe,  Esq. 
of  Philadelphia,  an  unofficial  letter  of 
the  29th  January  last,  that  with  the  docu- 
ments accompanying  it,  numbered  from  1 
to  4,  contains  information  respecting  otir 
resources  for  woollen  manufactures,  and 
our  means  for  increasing  them  very  Cx- 
tensive ly,  which  requires  publicity  and 
demands  a serious  attention. 

Mr.  Coxe  is  purveyor  of  the  United 
States,  is  the  celebrated  author  of  a pam- 
phlet in  answer  to  « observations  on  the 
commrnerce  of  the  American  states  by 
John  Lord  Sheffield,  published  in  1783, 
and  has  established  his  statements  herein 
referred  to  by  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Ar- 
thur Young,  John  L.  Sheffield,  Sir  John 
Sinclair  and  other  English  writers  on  po- 
litical economy”  of  the  first  reputation. 

It  will  appear  by  the  letter  referred  to, 
that  Mr.  Coxe,  estimates  “the  quantity 
of  sheeps  wool  sheered  within  the  Uni- 
ted States,  in  the  year  181 1,  to  he  thirteen 
millions  of  pounds,  that  one  twenty  se- 
venth part  of  that  quantity”  being  -‘  less 
than  half  a million  pounds  of  woe!,  will 
make  all  the  clothing  and  hospital  furni- 
ture, annually  requisite  for  one  hundred 
thousand  men,”  and  “ that  the  Indian  snp- 
plv”  is  “ within  the  compass  of  our  abili- 
ty’” 

Mr.  Coxe  states,  that  his  commercial 
“opportunities  and  his  official  duties  have 
long  convinced  him,  that  our  country  has 
sustained  great  inconveniences  from  the 
want  of  some  regular  system  to  draw 
her  resources  into  view  ; and  this  is  so 
manifest,  as  to  invite  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  to  prompt  and  effectual  meas- 
ures for  ascertaining  by  regular  Sc  annual 
returns,  the  raw  materials  and  manufac- 
tures of  every  kind,  in  each  town  and  dis- 
trict of  this  Commonwealth,  and  for  cor- 
responding with  our  sister  States,  and 
with  the  National  Government  on  this 
subject,  and  on  the  best  means  for  impro- 
ving the  immense  advantages  conferred 
on  us  by  divine  provide  .ce.  Mr.  Coxe 
differs  in  some  degree  from  the  Secreta- 
ry of  the  Treasury,  and  states  that  the 
calculation  of  the  latter  « produced  a re- 
sult of  twelve  millions  of  pounds  of  wool, 
but  it  was  predicated  on  facts  between 
July  and  December  1810,  and  his  own 
was  of  a date  one  year  after,  and  was  con- 
sidered as  a close  concurrence.” 

The  pamphlet  No.  4,  « quotes  Mr.  Ar- 
thur Young's  refiort , stating  that  Lincoln- 
shire (in  England)  which  contains”  not 
more  than  “ one  fifteenth  pf  the  land  in 
Pennsylvania,  or  in  N.  York,  a tenth  of 
South  Carolina,  or  one  twelfth  of  North 
Carolina,  has  two  millions  four  hundred 
thousand  sheep,  of  two  heavy  fleeced 
breeds, pro  ucmg  twenty -one  millions,  six 
hundred  and  ten  thousand  pounds  of 
wool ; which  sells  at  a sixth  of  a dollar, 
and  is  worth  three  millions  six  hundred 
thousand  dollars  a year.  In  the  whole  of 
the  counties  of  England  ( ) it  is 

computed  that  nearly  twenty  nine  milli- 
ons of  spcc-p  are  maintained.  These  pro- 
duce (at  five  pounds  coarse  and  fine,  on 
an  average,  per  head)  one  hundred  and 
forty-five  millions  of  pounds  weight  of 
wool.”  “The  whole  value  is  nearly  thir- 
ty millions  of  dollars  to  England  alone 
for  her  unmanufactured  wool,  though  her 
quantity  of  land,  is  not  more  than  half 
the  joint  contents  of  Ncw-York  and 
Pennsylvania,  and  is  far  less  than  half  the 
lands  of  Virginia,  or  of  New-England, 
or  of  Ohio,  or  of  Georgia,  or  of  Missis- 
sippi Territory.  Though  so  vast  a quan- 
tity of  woo!  was  produced  in  England  in 
1809,  yet  Scotland  ar.d  Ireland  each  pro- 
duced much  wool,  and  six  millions  of 
pounds  of  line  wool  were  imported  into 
Britain  from  Spain.  The  British  manu- 
factures of  wool  were  computed  at  one 
hundred  and  thirteen  millions  six  hundred 
thousand  dollars.”  Of  which  one  thjrd 
was  exported.  These  documents  con- 
taining very  useful  propositions  and  infor- 
mation, or  such  parts  of  th.etn  as  may  be 
beneficial  to  the  public,  may  be  printed 
and  dispersed  throughout  the  common- 
wealth at  a small-expense,  and  will  pro- 
duce powerful  exertions  to  increase  our 
number  of  sheep,  our  manufactures  of 
wool  and  other  articles ; and  to  hurst 
those  cords  which  have  long  confined  us, 
as  slaves  to  the  manufactures  of  Great 
Britain. 

Our  sister  state  of  Nortji-Carolina,  ha- 
ving confirmed  the  proposition  of  Con- 


gress for  amending  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States,  to  prevent  our  citi- 
zens from  accepting  and  retaining  titles 
of  nobility  and  honour,  pensions,  S.-.C.  from 
any  foreign  power,  has  transmitted  her 
ratification  of  the  amendment,  numbered 
5. 

The  Solicitor  General  has  confirmed 
the  information  which  i formerly  commu- 
nicated to  the  Legislature,  in  regard  to  the 
demand  of  the  Commonwealth  against 
Barnabas  Bidvvell,  Esq  by  a letter  of  the 
22d.  of  January  last,  No.  6.  By  this  it 
will  appear,  that  the  close  attention  paid 
by  that  officer  to  this  subject,  will  pre- 
vent any  public  loss , by  the  absconding  of 
Mr.  Bidwell.

“ The  commanding  officer  at  this  Post, 
having  reported  to  the  General,  that  im- 
perious circumstances  had  intervened  to 
prevent  the  formation  of  a general  Court 
Martial,  for  the  trial  of  Captain  Camp- 
bell, of  the  2d  Infantry ; and  in  conse- 
quence. that  officer  has  been  exposed  to 
an  unavoidable  length  of  confinement,  at 
a time  too  when  the  public  interest  lias 
been,  and  now  is,  suffering  from  the  scar- 
city of  officers  to  perform  the  ordinary 
duties  : From  these  considerations  and 
the  urgent  occasion  particularly  recurr- 
ing Capt.  Campbell's  services,  the  Gener- 
al has  thought  proper  to  restore  him  to 
his  sword,  and  directs  that  he  should  re- 
turn to  the  exercise  of  his  duties,  until  a 
Court  can  be  granted  him  w’th  more  con- 
venience to  the  service,  For  the  vindica- 
tion of  his  honour,  against  the  charges 
and  specifications,  which  have  been  ex- 
hibited against  him  ; when  he  will  return 
to  the  forms,  which  usually  precede  a 
like  investigation  ”

Remarks. 

It  is  understood  that  the  President  of 
the  United  States  ordered  General  Hamp- 
ton to  send  Colpnel  Cushing  to  Fredcrick- 
lown,  Md.  to  attend  the  general  Court 
Martial  as  a witness  in  the  case  of  Gen. 
Wilkinson : and  that  General  Hampton 
refused  to  obey  the  order,  and  sent  hack 
the  bearer  of  it,  Lt.  Col.  Backus,  with 
his  rasignation  ; alledging  that  as  Col. 
Cushing  was  in  arrest  by  his  order,  the 
President  had  no  t ight  to  interfere. 

If  Gen.  Hampton  was  right  in  refusing 
to  obey  the  President’s  order,  because 
Col.  Cushing  was  in  arrest,  he  might  be 
wrong  in  liberating  captain  Campbell 
who  had  been  arrested  by  Major  Bowver  ; 
and  if  right  in  the  case  of  Campbell, 
wrong  in  that  of  Cushing. — Gen.  Hamp- 
ton may  justify  himself  in  cither  case  if 
lie  can — in  both  it  is  impossible. 

Capt.  Campbell  was  arrested  by  Major 
Bowver,  at  Fort  Stoddert,  on  the  25th  of 
August  last,  and  on  the  5th  of  Decem- 
ber, (three  months  and  eleven  days  aficr 
his  arrest)  in  consequence  of  his  having 
been  exposed  to  an  unreasonable  length  of 
confinement,  the  General  thought  proper 
to  restore  him  to  his  sword Col.  Cush- 

ing was  put  under  guard  at  Fort  Stod- 
dert, by  order  of  Gen.  Hampton,  on  the 
25th  of  March  ; and  in  that  degrading 
and  unlawful  manner,  transported  to  Ba- 
ton Rouge ; where  he  h;  s remained  in 
arrest,  and  confined  to  a limit  of  one  mile 
round  the  Fort  to  the  present  time  ; and 
there  is  no  prospect  of  his  being  tried  or 
liberated  from  arrest,  (die  unreasonable 
length  of  his  confinement  notwithstand- 
ing) so  long  as  Gen.  Hampton  is  permit- 
ted to  govern,  and  to  mismanage  the  mili- 
tary affairs  of  our  country  in  this  quarter.

The  bill  supplementary  to  the  act  for  arming 
the  -whole  body  of  the  militia  of  the  United  States, 
lias  passed  the  house  of  representatives,  by  a 
majority  of  sixteen  votes  ; It  is  now  before  the 
senate. 

A resolution  introduced  by  Mr.  Ormsby  has 
been  agreed  to,  instructing  the  committee  on 
Military  Affairs,  to  enquire  into  the  expedien- 
cy of  authorising  the  establishment  of  an  Ar- 
mory at  Louisville. 

The  resolution  for  increasing  the  impost  du- 
ties 100  per  cent,  has  passed  the  house  of  re- 
presentatives— Yeas  71 — Nays  40.  The  second 
and  third  resolutions  have  also  been  adopted. 
The  fourth  resolution,  which  goes  to  lay  a tax 
•n  imported  salt,  was  rejected  by  a ma- 
jority of  o votes  In  committee  of  the  whole, 
all  the  resolutions  published  in  our  last  paper 
were  agreed  to — the  decisions  above  noticed 
were  in  concurring  with  the  committee  of  the 
whole  house.  The  National  Intelligencer 
states,  that  much  difference  of  opinion  pre- 
vails among  the  members  on  the  subject  of 
taxation. 


LEGISLATJ  VE  INSTil UCTIOXS. 

This  subject  lias  lately  been  probed  to  the 
bottom,  by  the  Legislature  of  Virginia  : the 
result  has  been,  as  we  always  knew  it  must  be 
when  properly  understood,  favourable  to  Liberty. 
Tiie  right  of  instruction  has  been  descided  in 
both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  by  large 
majorities. 

It  is  not  the  mere  dicta  of  this  Legislature, 
»r  its  sanction  of  the  principle  of  instructions, 
that  we  deem  so  favourable  to  the  cause  of 
liberty  ; but  it  is  the  fortification  erected  in 
defence  of  the  rights  of  the  states,  as  well  as  in 
support  of  the  righto  of  man,  bv  this  enlight- 
ened assembly,  in  their  unanswerable  argu- 
ments on  instructions,  that  we  would  most 
praise.  Ate  intend  to  publish  this  important! 
state  paper  in  pamphlet  form — and  we  have  no  • 
doubt  but  it  will  finally  settle  the  question  in 
this  state — at  least  with  all  those  willing  to  he 
informed  on  the  subject.

Extract  of  a letter  from  ('.  V.  Mcnrsn,  Esq.  a 
member  of  the  Virginia  legislature,  to  ..'o- 
K*r«  II.  Hawkins,  Esq.  of  this  place,  dated 
Richmond,  Fell.  21st,  1812. 

“ I have  it  in  my  power,  to  communi- 
cate to  you  one  of  the  most  interesting 
events,  which  has  occurred  to  me,  in  the 
course  of  my  short  public  life.  Our  le- 
gislature adjourned  this  morning;  and,  in 
doing  so,  terminated  the  longest  session 
which  Xve  have  had,  since  the  foundation 
of  the  commonwealth.  Yesterday,  I asked  ■ 
leave  to  bring  in  a bill,  to  be  entitled  a I 


bill  concerning  Gen-  George  Rogers 
Clarke.  My  object  was  to  secure  to 
him,  the  half  pay  of  a Colonel  for  the  resi- 
due of  his  life  ; and  to  replace  the  sword 
which  had  been  given  to  him  by  this  state, 
many  years  ago,  and  which  (under  an  im- 
pression that  Virginia  had  treated  him 
with  injustice)  he  had  proudly  broken  and 
throwui  away.  Notwithstanding  the  na- 
ture of  my  request,  the  lateness  of  the  ses- 
sion, the  prejudices  always  operating  a- 
gainst  appropriations  of  money,  the 
speed  with  which  the  law  must  be  hur- 
ried through  the  two  houses,  if  it  passed 
at  all,  1 had  the  happiness  to  secure  its 
passage  through  beth  branches  of  the  le- 
gislature on  the  same  day.  It  was  en- 
rolled last  night,  and  subscribed  by  our 
speakers  lo-day.  1 am  sure  this  event 
will  give  you  some  part  of  the  satisfac- 
tion, which  I have  enjoyed,  and  I there- 
fore communicate  it  to  you.  I have  just 
enclosed  to  Maj.  Croghan,  a copy  of  the 
law,  for  Gen.  Clarke.  It  announces  to 
him,  that  he  is  entitled  to  draw  from  our 
treasury,  when  he  pleases,  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  dollars  ; and  on  the  1st  day  of 
January,  ever  after,  a like  amount.  It 
apprizes  him  of  the  high  sense  which  his 
native  state  entertains  of  his  integrity  as  a 
man,  and  his  undaunted  courage  and  con- 
summate skill  and  address  as  a soldier; 
and  it  informs  him  that  the  Governor  of 
this  Commonwealth  will  have  manufac- 
tured, at  tiie  armoury  of  Virginia,  a sword, 
with  suitable  devices  engraved  upon  it, 
and,  when  completed,  will  cause  it  to  be 
presented  to  him,  with  an  expression  of 
the  condolence  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Virginia,  for  his  misfortunes,  and  their 
gratitude  for  his  meritorious  services.  I 
hope,  what  I have  done,  will  meet  with  his 
approbation.  I should  not  have  delayed 
it  till  so  late  a period  of  the  session,  but 
the  calamity  which  I have  before  mention- 
ed, and  otherbusintss  either  engrossed  my 
time  for  the  last  fortnight  or  incapacitated 
my  mind  for  any  exertion,  until  yesterday ; 
and  I could  not  but  resolve  to  avail  my- 
self of  the  only  opportunity  I might  ever 
have,  of  being  ins*ruinei\tal  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  so  signal  an  act  of  justice. — 
That  Gen.  Clarke’s  feelings  might  not  be 
hurt  by  the  failure  of  such  an  effort,  in 
his  behalf,  I implored  the  house  to  deny 
me  leave  to  bring  in  the  bill,  which  I read, 
on  the  motion,  unless  it  would  agree,  af- 
terwards. to  pass  it — accordingly,  on  ev- 
ery question  to  which  it  gave  rise,  we  had 
a majority,  after  the  leave  was  granted, 
of  more  than  two-thirds  of  all  the  mem- 
bers present. 

“ I could  not  forbear  communicating  to 
you  what  lias  interested  me  so  much,  as 
even  to  withdraw  my  imagination  from 
the  grave  of  my  poor  brother.”
